Exchanged by Syria,Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
and Syria charged each other 
with aggression after fighting 
the sharpest Middle E ast air 
battle since the A rab-Israeli 
w ar of 1948 Friday in a dispute 
over border farm land. 
Israel took its charges to the 
United Nations, but did not ask 
for specific action by the Securi­ 
ty Council. 
Israel claim ed it shot down 
six Syrian MIG21s in th ree dog­ 
fights. It said no Isra eli Mirage 
fighters w ere lost, but one man 
was killed and one wounded in 
ground fighting with tanks and 
a rtille ry . 
Syria claim ed it downed five 
Isra eli planes and killed at least 
70 Isra e lis, and acknowledged 
losing four at its own planes. It 
reported five dead and an un­ 
specified number injured.

On May 13, 1966, Drew Pear« 
son 
reported that the cause of 
the airplane

tificate. 
WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee’s 
refusal to pledge concrete for­ 
eign aid support to L BJ in ad­ 
vance of the Latin American 
summit 
conference couldn’t 
have come 
at a worse time. 
It will hurt the President’s 
ability to accomplish 
impor­ 
tant goals 
at Punta Del Este, 
and it will hurt the United 
States itself. 
What Latin Americans will 
not know about the Johnson 
defeat 
is that one month ago 
he went to great pains 
to 
summon 40 senators and con­ 
gressm en of both political par­ 
ties to the White House to 
make plans for the summit 
conference. 
They 
spent two 
hours together, and in the end 
it 
was unanimously agreed 
that the 
President should ask 
congress for a resolution of ap­ 
proval for foreign aid. 
"I don’t need to have a res­ 
olution,” he said. " I’ve got the 
executive power to go ahead 
without 
it. But if you think 
it’s a good idea, 
we’ll do it 
that way.” 
Sen. Bill Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, was not 
present, however. He had been 
invited, but went to Arkansas 
Instead. 
When he got back he dragged 
his feet. At one closed • door 
session just before LBJ was 
about 
to take all the Latin 
American am bassadors to his 
Texas ranch for the weekend,

UNCLE SAM’S IMAGE 
Right now the North Ameri­ 
can image in South America is 
not good - regardless of the 
senate. It is hurt by the charges 
of Jim Garrison in New Orleans 
that a conspiracy existed to as­ 
sassinate President 
Kennedy, 
which 
feed the 
natural Latin 
love of intrigue. 
All up and down the West 
Coast of South America I found 
the suspicion prevalent that it 
was Vice President Johnson who 
lured John F. Kennedy to Texas 
and had him killed. The G arri­ 
son investigation has helped en­ 
courage this choking 
canard. 
Chief Justice Earl 
Warren 
did his best to dispel 
this 
suspicion, and succeeded with 
many people. In every country 
the Chief Justice held long and 
painstaking interviews, 
ans­ 
wering 
press and TV 
ques­ 
tions 
regarding the Warren 
report 
and the Kennedy 
as­ 
sassination. 
The senate committee’s snub 
also came at a time when the 
Colombian 
Chamber of Depu­ 
ties 
and Bogota’s right • wing 
press were 
blasting 
John­ 
son for trying to ram birth con­ 
trol on Colombian fam ilies. One 
Colombia 
deputy 
publicly 
called 
the President 
a "cow 
hand.” It matter not that the 
Colombian government had of­ 
ficially requested birth con­ 
trol information from 
the 
U. S, Government, or that Pope 
Paul 
was on the verge of an­ 
nouncing 
a historic 
new de­ 
parture on birth control for 
Catholics. 
Lyndon got the blame 
any­ 
way. 
He also got part of the blame 
for 
the low price of coffee, 
sugar, bananas, and cocoa;and 
the fact that the prices 
of 
Latin A m erica's 
No. 1 ex- 


ports are at one of their low­ 
est points in history. 
Finally, the United States got 
the blame for the fact 
that the 
International Monetary Fund de­ 
clined a Colombian request for 
a loan of $60 million tostablize 
its currency. The veto caused 
President L leras to go on TV 
and appeal to all Colombians to 
curtail imports (chiefly Amer­ 
ican cars) and bring their sav­ 
ings out of their socks 
to 
bolster the peso. 
The United States does not 
control the 
International Mon- 
etery Fund. Nevertheless the 
blame went to Lyndon. 
On top of all this came the 
senate rebuff to President John­ 
son. It looked liked 
a hemi­ 
sphere 
- wide conspiracy. "It 
looks as if I won't be able to 
do much at the meeting except 
sit and listen,” he rem arked to 
his staff. 
TWO MAIN GOALS 
Nevertheless, the two most 
important 
economic 
goals at 
the summit conference 
must 
be: 
1. A common 
market 
for 
South America. 
2. Price stabilization for the 
coffee, cocoa, sugar, bananas, 
copper and tea. 
To have 
the Latin Ameri­ 
can economy go zooming up 
and then go diving down like 
a roller coaster, is to con­ 
tinue revolution, poverty, and 
unpopularity 
for Uncle Sam. 
The American housewife who 
buys coffee and sugar has no­ 
thing 
to do with their price. 
Yet indirectly she gets part 
of the blame. So what the sum­ 
mit conference must initiate is 
a system sim ilar to American 
price supports for wheat, cof­ 
fee, cocoa, sugar, bananas, etc. 
Furtherm ore, 
according 
to 
such broad • gauged leaders as 
Carlos SF.nta M aria, former 
Colombian Minister of Finance, 
this price stability 
must be 
applied 
to African products 
also. For Africa produces ex­ 
actly the 
same type of tropi­ 
cal products and its new 
re­ 
publics also suffer from rol­ 
ler - coaster prices. 
Lf President Johnson, even 
without doing 
much talking, 
can make a start toward these 
two goals, his trip to South 
America will have paid hand­ 
some dividends for economic 
stability and peace.

Fight Against Maeo-ists and 
G astro-ites When CIA Ignored 
Specific warning Not to Use 
Unions as Cover. 
WASHINGTON, D.C.: - Over 
at the spook house, sometimes 
known as the Central 
Intelli­ 
gence Agency, considerable la­ 
bor and cultural policy was 
made by an isolated satellite 
band known as 
Social Demo­ 
crats - about as numerous as 
the whooping crane but 
far 
less familiar with America's 
fauna and flora. 
In America, they - 
what's 
left of them, including most 
prestigious 
and 
influential 
Columbia 
University 
pro­ 
fessors - are the counterpart 
of Britain’s vanishing Fabian 
Socialists. 
It was this isolated 
and 
esoteric band which go^ 
the 
CIA into difficulties 
which 
have resulted in the ripping 
of covers right off some 
of 
the nation’s most vital coun­ 
teroperations. 
Now such labor 
leaders 
as 
George Meany, AFL-CIOpresi­ 
dent, are being blamed for ac­ 
cepting millions of dollars to 
run riots in Guyana, raids 
in 
Arab oil countries and revolu­ 
tions in South America - while 
all the time it was the inspira­ 
tion of this bland Socialist group 
which operated on a 
front 
reaching from Belgrade 
to 
B ritish Guiana.

abysmally uninformed. 
The 
unions had the money to operate 
on their own and not 
subject 
the CIA to the indignities which 
B ritain's MI-6 never would be 
forced to suffer. 
There is evidence that labor, 
working frankly and 
openly 
with industry and a major U.S. 
agency, could push back 
the 


Maoists and Castroites - a task 
now being threatened by 
the 
recent impugning of all labor 
motives. 
There is the American Insti- 
tue for Free Labor Develop­ 
ment, which I have covered in 
Latin America - sometimes by 
open jeep in the 
starvation 
stretches of northeastern B ra­ 
zil - and sometimes under ma­ 
chine-gun cover in the 
con­ 
crete jungles of metropolitan 
Caracas, Venezuela. 
This AIFLD has spent $17,- 
438,481 since 1962. 
I have examined the records. 
There is no doubt that Meany 
is truthful when he says that 
the AIFLD “ has never received 
one cent of CIA money." 
Of 
this money, 
$2,060,700 
came from U.S. labor 
itself- 
its pension funds, its general 
treasuries, and its leaders. 
Another $937,666 was contrib­ 
uted by such non-spook 
cor­ 
porations as the National Bis­ 
cuit Co; Corning, Glass; 
the 
King Ranch; IBM World Trade 
Corp.; the Rockefellers; Shera­ 
ton Corp.; the United 
Shoe 
Machinery Corp.; and Tami- 
ment -in-the-Poconos, 
a boy- 
m eets-girl camp. 
Of course the bulk of the funds 
came from the U.S. govern­ 
ment - about as secretly as a 
“ be-in" or a “ mellow-yellow" 
picnic. Everybody knew it who 
cared to look at the record. 
Since 1962, the Agency 
for 
International 
Development 
(AID) threw some $15,550,065 
into AIFLD operations. 
What was done with 
the 
money? 
I have been in their housing 
projects, or have gone over 
their sites at the edge of Mexi­ 
co City, in Guyana, Brazil and 
Peru. 
Workers who lived in ghastly 
“ barriadoes and 
favellas" 
- waterless, toiletless, window- 
less, tin boxes (slums would 
be a m ajestic description for 
such hotels) - now live 
in 
the freshness of new 
AIFLD 
housing projects as modern as 
in any American urban renewal 
project. 
I have driven with labor lead­ 
ers and priests into areas where 
once naked children died by the 
roadside - and have walked 
amongst new clinics, 
new 
hospitals, new schools, 
new 
workers saving-and-loan credit 
banks, 
new industrial 
skill 
training centers. 
The AIFLD, 
led by George Meany and busi­ 
nessman J. Peter Grace, built 
all this. 
And it was done as it should 
have been done in all 
other 
fields - not through the CIA 
but through other agencies. But 
now, because three 
unions 
did perm it themselves to be 
used as 
being 
hit 
abroad. 
And little children in lagging 
lands will suffer.

HOW WE SHRANK AND GREW 


TWENTY-SIX years ago most 
Orientals thought that the White 
Man was eight feet tall. 
Twenty - five years ago they 
thought the White Man was only 
four feet tall. 
Now most of them think he's 
about six feet tall. 
THE EIGHT-FOOT White Man 
was armed with fire-power and 
organization. 
The conquest of 
the prim itive island peoples of 


covers, all labor is 
by 
‘exposures’ 


Only 
imaginative 
diplomacy 
plus an unnavigable river kept 
Thailand from falling into the 
hands of European powers. The 
rest 
of Southeast 
Asia suc­ 
cumbed quickly. 
The 
Chinese watched with 
helpless fury as 
Europeans 
carved out “ treaty ports," and 
as Europeans, Americans and 
the 
Japanese demanded and 
gained extra-territorial rights 
and the privilege of 
sending 
their gunboats deep into the in­ 
terior. 
When frustration trig­ 
gered the Boxer 
uprising in 
1900, the spastic Chinese drag­ 
on couldn't coordinate its teeth, 
claws and tail, and was beaten 
to the ground. 
ONLY THE Japanese refused 
to believe that the White Man 
was eight feet tall. They mea­ 
sured the Russians carefully 
and in 1904 and '05 licked them 
handily to the cheers, 
oddly 
enough, of most Americans. 
The 
Europeans 
comforted 
them selves with the thought that 
Nicholas of Russia was weak, 
his fleets old, his vanquished 
arm ies at the end of a 6,000- 
mile supply line. 
But the J a ­ 
panese began to muse 
upon 
their growing industrial 
and 
m ilitary might, and the 
rich 
but weakly-held 
oriental em ­ 
pires of the White Men. 
THE FALL of the White Man 
in Asia during the winter months 
of 1942 was spectacular. Even 
the Japanese were amazed. In 
one hour of the morning 
of 
December 7, 1941, 
Am erica's 
Pacific naval power was cut by 
one-third. 
On Christm as Day 
Hong Kong fell. 
By 
January 
30 the Japanese had swept up the 
whole Indo-China and the Ma­ 
layan Peninsula. On February 
15 the world was staggered to 
learn that the “ impregnable" 
fortress of Singapore was gone. 
But much more was gone, too 
— the myth of White invinci­ 
bility. 
The native levies 
on 
which the White overlords had 
counted increasingly 
in their 
desperation simply 
vanished 
disconsolately in the 
jungles.

timberland is in parcels

“ A tree farm is a privately 
owned,

voluntarily dedi­ 
cated to growing timber as a 
perpetual crop. The land owner 
must have ten or more acres

tive grazing and harvested hi a 
manner that allows nature or 
man to re-establish trees as a 
perpetual 
crop on the same 
land."

BLOOMFIELD -- Corn plant 
ing time is here, and several 
farmers are asking for infor­ 
mation about the pro - em er­ 
gence use of weed control chem­ 
icals as a means of controlling 
weeds in corn. 
Which chemical should you use 
for pre-emergence 
chemical 
weed control in corn? This will 
depend upon tin' weed control 
Job you want 
to accomplish 
which, in turn will depend to a 
great extent upon your particu- 
lar weed control problem. Of 
course, it will also defend upon 
the price you are willing 
to 
pay. 
2, 4-D is an excellent 
weed 
control chemical to use 
for 
short-term weed control, and 
it is relatively in-expensive to 
use. In addition to controlling 
broadleaved weeds, 2, 4-D will 
control 
annual 
grasses 
for 
three to five weeks after appli­ 
cation. By the time the weeds 
start to grow, the corn 
will 
usualh lie 12 to 15 inches tall, 
and the first early, 
tedious 
cultivation will not lie neces­ 
sary. 
An over-all application 
will normally delay the 
need 
for cultivation for a longer time 
than a bandedappli atlon. From 
one to two pounds of acid equi­ 
valent per acre of the 
water 
per acre on the basis of over­ 
all coverage. An application of 
11/2 pounds per acre is usually 
adequate for the average weed 
problem. Two pounds per acre 
are often 
required on heavy 
clay soils or in fields 
where 
heavy giant foxtail infestations 
are expected 
2, 4-D should 
not be used as a pre-emergence 
treatment on sandy soils 
as 
heavy rains 
may carry the 
chemicals doyvnward and 
se­ 
verally injure the corn. 
Atrazine when applied as an 
over - all treatment 
usually 
gives control of annual weeds 
for the entire season. Band ap­ 
plication usually requires 
a 
number of cultivations to con­ 
trol weeds betyveen the royvs. 
Atrazine will kill weeds up to 
1 inches tall and will still give 
control of those weeds that have 
not yet emerged. Label 
re- 
strictations limit post-emer­ 
gence 
application to no later 
than three weeks after corn is 
planted. 
An application rate 
of two pounds of actual mater­ 
ial per acre will give good con­ 
trol on almost all soils 
Three 
pounds or more per acre may 
be 
necessary on heavy soils 
with a high organic 
matter 
content. 
Care 
should 
be 
exercised to insure adequate 
agitati >11 of the material in the 
spraj tank to prevent the atra­ 
zine from settling 
out 
and 
stopping up nozzles If the soil 
remains dry for two to three 
weeks after application, good 
control cannot usually be ex­ 
pected. If no significant rain­ 
fall has occurred within 10 days 
after application, rotary hoeing 
will improve the effectiveness 
of the chemical. 
Atrazine residue in the 
soil 
may injure small grains 
or 
forage crops planted in the fall 
or spring 
following an atra­ 
zine - treated corn crop. 
It 
appears safe to follow an atra­ 
zine-treated corn crop 
with 
corn, 
sorghun, 
or 
cotton. 
Under near normal conditions, 
soybeans are safe 
if the ap­ 
plication rate has not exceeded 
two pounds of actual material 
per acre. 
Atrazine can 
be 
safely used on sandy soils. 
CDAA plus TCBC, commonly 
known by its trade name Ran- 
dox T will give good 
control 
of annual grasses broadleaved 
weeds for a period similar to 
that provided by 2, 4-D. 
The 
cost of application will usually 
require that it lie applied as a 
banded application; therefore, 
weed 
growth in the 
middles 


usually determines the amount 
of cultivation required 
Where 
it can I« used, a broadcast ap­ 
p lic a tio n of 2, 4 - D will usually 
be more practical. This ma­ 
terial should lie applied at the 
rate of three ik iu m I s o f CDAA 
carrying 
about 7 3 ,4 pound 
of TCBC. 
CDAA, 
known by the trade 
name Randox gives good con­ 
trol of annual grasses t>ut only 
fair control of 
broadleaved 
weeds. The recommended rate 
of application is four pounds 
per acre. 
Both CDAA and 
TCBC 
are 
irritating to the application. 
Care should lie taken not to get 
either of these materials on the 
skin or inhale from spray par­ 
ticles. 
F PTC, the trade name of which 
is 
Eptan, and Dalapon are 
recommended 
for 
the pre- 
emergence control of Johnson- 
grass. Information pertaining 
to the use of these chemicals 
may lie obtained at your coun­ 
ty University Extension Center.

PORTAGE YELL E - Many of 
you have already or will soon be 
planting corn.

I want to discuss with you 
some of the latest fertility re­ 
search ui; corn at

Center. 
Sixteen essential plant nu­ 
trients are required by corn 
for top production. If any one 
of these nutrients are deficient 
top yields cannot be attained. 
With the exception of isolated 
cases, the soils in Southeast 
Missouri are well supplied with 
the 
micro or trace elements. 
Some of these may become 
deficient 
as yields are 
in­ 
creased. 
LIMESTONE 
Limestone is the number one 
soil building 
material 
to 
check on. In general, the soils 
in Southeast Missouri 
are all 
acid and need lime. If 
the 
pH 
is 5.5 or below yields are 
probably being reduced by soil 
acidity. The soil pH should be 
maintained at 6.0 to 6.5 for 
best results. Limestone, either 
red or white, will do a good job 
of correcting acidity. 
Before applying lime, a soil 
test should be taken of 
the 
field. A soil can be overlimed, 
so be careful of the^amount ap­ 
plied. Two tons pefv'acre is 
about the top rate to apply with­ 
out a soil test. Lime should be 
plowed down or disced intothe 
top six inches of soil. For best 
results it should be applied six 
months to one year before plant­ 
ing. 
Limestone also supplies two 
of the essential secondary ele­ 
ments - 
calcium 
and mag­ 
nesium. A 150 
bushel yield 
removes about 40 pounds each 
of these two elements. White 
lime supplies calcium, but not 
magnesium. Red lime supplies 
both calcium and magnesium. 
Magnesium is more likely to 
be in short supply on 
sandy 
soils than on loam or clay 
soils. 
NITROGEN - PHOSPHATE - 
POTASH 
These 
three elements are 
designated as primary 
or 


macro • nutrients because they 
are used by plants In 
large 
amounts. Corn requires more 
nitrogen for top production than 
phosphate or potash. The fol­ 
lowing 
table lists the pounds 
N, P205, K20 required to pro­ 
duce 150 
bushels per acre.

These requirements are high 
but If the stover Is 
returned 
each year to the soil only 135 
pounds N, 50 pounds P205 and

Is removed. If 
the corn Is removed for silage 
more 
fertilizer is required. 
Corn response to nitrogen Is 
much greater on SEMO soils 
than phosphate or potash. Most 
of the soils are medium 
to 
high in these two elements so 
only a maintenance application 
is required. Usually from 30 to 
60 pounds each of phosphate 
and potash are recommended 
for top production. On low to 
very low testing soils rates up 
to 120 pounds each of these two 
elements will pay. The exact 
amount to apply will vary de­ 
pending on the amount of nu­ 
trients in the soil. A good soil 
test is the only way to find out 
these answers. 
Siu^ nitrogen is s o important 
for toi* corn production, plenty 
should be used so the plant won’t 
suffer, but at the same time, 
don’t be wasteful. Research on a 
silt loam soil at the Delta Cen­ 
ter, Portugeville, lias shown 
economic increases up to 150 
to 200 pounds of actual nitro­ 
gen per acre.

Nitrogen can be applied 
by 
several different methods. Fol­ 
lowing are a few of the more 
popular ones:

disc in before planting. 
2. Band 3 to 4 inches beside 
and below 
seed at or shortly 
before planting. 
3. Sidedress nitrogen after 
plants emerge. 
4. Broadcast part and band 
part. 
Sidedressing 
50 to 75 per­ 
cent of the total nitrogen to be 
used is generally better than 
applying it all before planting. 
The highest corn requirements 
for nitrogen are the second and 
third months of growth. 
About 150 pounds of anhydrous 
ammonia is the top safe rate 
to apply in a single band at any 
one time. Lf more than this is 
used loss may occur. Nitrogen 
can be sidedressed anytime aft­ 
er the corn comes up unt11 it 
is too tall for ground equip­ 
ment. Actually, the best time is 
soon after you are assured of 
a 
good stand. This way the ni­ 
trogen is in the soil and rainy 
weather w o n ’t delay application.

aphids (Green 
bugs, 
plant lice.) The prob­ 
lem appears to 1« most se ­ 
vere In barley, however, many 
fields of wheat are also being 
damaged. 
Aphids are about the size of a 
pinhead and usually green in 
color, although some are brown, 
yellowish, or black. They suck 
the sap out of leaves causing 
them to cure or turn yellow. 
Farm ers should check fields 
closely, paying particular

to the yellow spots. 
Many yellow spots 
are being 
caused by a grayish - white 
growth on the leaves called 
“ Powdery Mildew". 
There is 
no economical control for this 
disease. 
If yellow spots are found to be

infested 
with aphids 
chemical controls are justifi­ 
able. 
For control use either 
of the following: 
a. For farm er application with 
ground equipment, 
use 
1.25 
pounds malathion (1 quart 57^ 
malathion 
emulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate) per acre. Malathion 
will not be effective at tem per­ 
atures below 60 degrees F. 
b. 
For commercial opera­ 
tors, use 0.25 pound methyl 
parathior, (1 pint 25% methyl 
parathlon emulsifiable concen­ 
trate) per acre. 
Cautions: Do not apply mala­ 
thion on small grains within 7 
days of harvest or within 5 
days of pasturing. 
There is 
no prepasture or preharvest 
interval required with this dos­ 
age of methyl parathlon.

CAPE GIRARDEAU -- 
Each 
week the Social Security Office 
receives questions from re si­ 
dents. 
The Social 
Security 
representative, who serves this 
area, has provided answers to 
some of them: 
Q. 
I get reduced 
social se ­ 
curity benefits; do I have 
to 
file a new application to quali­ 
fy for medicare protection when 
I reach 65? 
A. 
Your hospital Insurance 
starts automatically when you 
reach 65. 
But you must sign 
up for medical insurance; you 
will be mailed a notification 
3 
months before you are 65. 
Q. I hire a lady to do house­ 
work in my home but only pay 
her $5 per week. Am I required 
to pay social security wages on 
the wages I pay her? 
A 
Yes. 
If you pay a person 
$50 in cash or more in 
any 
calendar 
quarter, 
then the 
amount has to be reported for 
social security purposes. 
Q. 
I am a 56-year 
old wi­ 
dow, under a doctor's care, and 
unable to work. I did not work 
under social security 
long 
enough to qualify for disability 
benefits. Can I receive my wi­ 
dow's benefit now? 
A. No. You do not have chil­ 
dren under age 18 in your care 
who are eligible for benefits. 
Therefore, you must wait until 
you are 62 for a widow's bene­ 
fit (or 60 for a reduced bene­ 
fit). 
Q. 
My child's benefits were 
stopped in 1964 because 
he 
reached age 18. 
He is attend­ 
ing college. Can his 
benefits 
be started again? 
A. 
Yes, provided he is not 
m arried and is a full-tim e stu­ 
dent. Benefits can be paid until 
he is 22 years old. 
You will 
need to file a new claim. 
Q. 
My father died in 
1952. 
He had worked for a year under 
social security. Could my 93- 
year-old 
mother get benefits 
from his work? 
She couldn't 
get anything before, and 
she 
isn't receiving benefits 
of any 
kind? 
A. Yes. Your mother maybe 
eligible for a special 
benefit 
of $35 
a month. Get in touch 
with your social security office. 
Q. 
My wife lost her 
social 
security card. Does she need 
it? She knows her numl>er and 
works only a few weeks a year, 
usually around the holidays. 
A. 
Yes, she certainly does. 
To avoid the possibility of her 
giving a wrong 
number to an 
employer, she should have 
a 
card for which it may be copied 


correctly. She can complete an 
application and receive a new 
card at her social security of­ 
fice. 
Q. How do I obtain a 
social 
security number? 
A. 
A person should complete 
form SS-5 (Application for So­ 
cial Security Number) and mall 
it to the nearest social security 
district office. The application 
form is processed and within 
a week a social security num­ 
ber card is issued. The forms 
are available at the 
nearest 
social security office or from 
any post office.

Will my medical insur­ 
ance cover prescription drugs? 
A. No. Your medical insur­ 
ance does not cover prescrip­ 
tion drugs and drugs you can 
adm inister yourself.

House 1)11147 was passed which 
w ill allow old folks receiving 
Old Age Assistance to live with 
their relatives and not suffer 
loss of their Old Age A ssis­ 
tance. 
This is 
a very much 
needed Dill and is as humant- ” 
tarian a bill as has been con­ 
sidered so far this year. 
House bills 160 and 161 were 
passed by the house w'hich will 
require trucks to have 
mud 
flaps or fenders and 
also to 
tarp or cover any load which 
may blow off or fall upon the 
highway, causing 
a 
hazard­ 
ous condition for other motor 
vehicles. 
House bill 234 passed which 
exempts all agriculture chem­ 
icals used on growing 
crops 
in Missouri. This bill is badly 
needed to clarify present am ­ 
biguities in the sales 
tax law 
which exists today. There are 
are as where some farm ers are 
paving 
taxes on 
agriculture 
chemicals. The problem 
has 
been in the past, the law stated 
that chemicals 
were 
only 
exempt when used on a grow ing 
crop, but there has never t>een 
a sufficient definition of what a 
“ growing crop” is or 
when a 
seed l>egan to grow. 
House 
bill 258 
was passed 
which guarantees that all school 
teachers shall have a minimum 
of 30 minutes to themselves in 
which to eat their lunch. 
House bill 434 was jierfected 
which gives more power to lo­ 
cal peace officers. It 
allows 
him to arrest any person who 
he sees violating or has re a ­ 
son to suspect has violated any 
law of the state and hold such 
personwithout 
warrant for a 
period of time 
not exceeding 
20 hours. This also will include 
people reported to be fugitives 
from justice 
in other stages. 
He shall also have the power 
to stop any person when there 
is reasonable grounds to sus­ 
pect he is committing 
or has 
committed a crime and demand 
of him his name, address, bus­ 
iness and where he is going. He 
will have the power to search 
a person when he has reason 
to susjiect that the person may 
have a dangerous weapon in his 
possession. He may use such 
force as is necessary 
when 
there is 
no other 
apparant 
means of making an a rre st or 
preventing escape after having 
made every reasonable effort 


to advise that person that he Is 
a police officer engaged tn mak­ 
ing an arrest. 
This bill will increase 
the 
power of the men whose duty 
it is to protect our 
citizens 
and their property. It 
is en ­ 
couraging to note that there are 
people who are aware that these 
men are working for the good 
people and want to assist them 
in their job. 
House bill 300 was perfected 
which 
will »»ring 
corporate 
executives and other execu­ 
tive personnel under the work­ 
mens compensation law in Mis­ 
souri. At present the corpora­ 
tions are paying for these men 
to t* covered, but in fact, they 
are not covered and 
when 
a 
claim is made, all they can r e ­ 
ceive are the premiums which 
. have Iteen paid on them for the - 
workmens compensation. 
House bill 41 was 
perfected 
which includes workmens com­ 
pensation under the 
present 
insurance laws concerning vex­ 
atious refusal 
to pay claims 
properly made. 
House bill 400 was 
passed 
which would limit the amount 
of monev the State 
Auditor 
charges 
for registration 
of 
bonds. The present law permits 
him to charge 10? per 
every 
$100.00, but this new law would 
put a $100.00 ceiling on 
the 
register of such bonds. As you 
can see, this should l>e a great 
savings to local areas in the long 
run. 
A 
constitutional amendment 
was passed which will 
repeal 
some of the present personal 
property tax< s on clothing, fur­ 
niture, 
and 
other personal 
items. It is very difficult for 
this tax to be fairly assessed on 
all the people, but rem em ber, 
if we take this tax away, 
we 
must raise the revenue which 
will be lost in some other meth­ 
od, hopefully a little more just 
to all the people 
of the State 
of Missouri. 
The 
resoltuion which would 
permit the case of whether p ri­ 
vate and parochial school chil­ 
dren would i>e bused to their 
schools was passed by 
the 
House and will go to the Sen­ 
ate. 
should it pass there, the 
;>eople themselves will decide 
this long argued problem. This 
Resolution will not provide for 
the busing of these 
children, 
but only make it legal that they 
may t>e bused, should the As­ 
sembly so decide. 
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Not represented will be Haiti, 
Cuba and Bolivia. 
President 
Francis Duvalier of Haiti re­ 
portedly is afraid if he leaves, 
he might not be able to return.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
and Syria charged each other 
with aggression after fighting 
the sharpest Middle E ast a ir 
battle since the A rab-Israeli 
w ar of 1948 Friday in a dispute 
over border farm land.

Lf President Johnson, even

Did all those who voted in favor of it really 
want it?

„The vote at most demonstrates that more than 
400 citizens took some interest in the possi­ 
bility of obtaining the service for themselves 
and their neighbors.

4, 1967, the official CAB re ­ 
port 
found that the crash re ­ 
sulted from the pilot’s 
heart 
failure 
and that Pigman "de­ 
liberately 
falsified Uis appli­ 
cation” for his medical 
c e r­ 
tificate. 
WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee’s 
refusal to pledge concrete for­ 
eign aid support to L BJ in ad­ 
vance of the Latin American 
sum m it 
conference couldn’t 
have come 
at a worse tim e. 
It will hurt the President’s 
ability to accom plish 
im por­ 
tant goals 
at Punta Del Este, 
and it will 
hurt the 
United 
States itself. 
What Latin A m ericans will 
not know about the Johnson 
defeat 
is that one month ago 
he went to great pains 
to 
summon 40 senators and con­ 
gressm en of both political p ar­ 
tie s to the White House to 
make plans for the 
summit 
conference. 
They 
spent two 
hours together, and in the end 
it 
was unanimously agreed 
that the 
P resident should ask 
congress for a resolution ofap. 
proval for foreign aid. 
“ I don’t need to have a re s ­ 
olution,” he said. “ I’ve got the 
executive power to go ahead 
without 
it. But if you think 
it's a good idea, 
we'll do it 
that way.” 
Sen. Bill Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairm an of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Com m ittee, was not 
present, however. He had been 
invited, but went to A rkansas 
Instead. 
When he got back he dragged 
his feet. At one closed • door 
session just before L B J was 
about 
to take all the Latin 
A m erican 
am bassadors to his 
Texas ranch for the weekend, 
Fulbright groused: “ I'm not 
going to pass a resolution to 


have it passed around at

barbecue.” 
Also what the L atins won’t 
know is that several senators, 
including Fulbright and Frank 
Church, 
D-Idaho, are up for 
reelection next year and ap­ 
pear 
extrem ely anxious not to 
be identified too closely with 
the P resident. A rkansas is anti- 
Johnson on the school integra­ 
tion issue, and Idaho has 
be­ 
come conservative isolationist. 
So these two senators run away 
from the President on every 
possible vote. 
UNCLE SAM’S IMAGE 
Right now the North A m eri­ 
can image in South America is 
not good - regardless of

senate. It is hurt by the charges 
of Jim G arrison in New Orleans 
that a conspiracy existed to as­ 
sassinate President 
Kennedy, 
which 
feed the 
natural Latin 
love of intrigue. 
All up and down the West 
Coast of South A m erica I found 
the suspicion prevalent that it 
was Vice President Johnson who 
lured John F. Kennedy to Texas 
and had him killed. The G arri­ 
son investigation hashelpeden- 
courage this choking 
canard. 
Chief Justice Earl 
W arren 
did his best to dispel 
this 
suspicion, and succeeded with 
many people. In every country 
the Chief Justice held long and 
painstaking interview s,

The veto caused 
President L leras to go on TV 
and appeal to all Colombians to 
curtail im ports (chiefly Am er­ 
ican cars) and bring their sav­

bolster the peso. 
The United States does 
not 
control the 
International Mon- 
etery Fund. N evertheless 
the 
blame went to Lyndon. 
On top of all this cam e the 
senate rebuff to President John­ 
son. It looked liked 
a hem i­ 
sphere 
• wide conspiracy. “ It 
looks as if I 
won’t be able to 
do much at the meeting except 
sit and listen ,” he rem arked to 
his staff. 
TWO MAIN GOALS 
N evertheless, the two most 
im portant 
economic 
goals at 
the summ it conference 
must 
be: 
1. A common 
m arket 
for 
South A m erica. 
2. P rice stabilization for the 
coffee, cocoa, sugar, bananas, 
copper and tea. 
To have 
the Latin A m eri­ 
can economy go zooming 
up 
and then go diving dowm like 
a ro ller coaster, is to con­ 
tinue revolution, poverty, and 
unpopularity 
for Uncle Sam. 
The American housewife who 
buys coffee and sugar has no­ 
thing 
to do with their p rice. 
Yet indirectly she gets part 
of the blam e. So what the sum ­ 
mit conference must initiate is 
a system sim ilar to Am erican 
price supports for wheat, cof­ 
fee, cocoa, sugar, bananas, etc. 
Furtherm ore, 
according 
to 
such broad • gauged lead ers as 
C arlos S'.nta 
M aria, form er 
Colombian M inister of Finance, 
this price stability 
must be 
applied 
to African products 
also. For Africa produces ex­ 
actly the 
sam e type of tropi­ 
cal products and its new 
re­ 
publics also suffer from rol­ 
le r • coaster prices. 
If President Johnson, even 
without doing 
much talking, 
can make a sta rt toward these 
two goals, Ids trip to 
South 
Am erica will have paid hand­ 
some dividends for economic 
stability and peace.

itself-

King Ranch; IBM World Trade

M achinery Corp.; and Tam i- 
ment -in-the-Poconos,

I have been in their housing 
projects, or have gone over 
their sites at the edge of Mexi­ 
co City, in Guyana, B razil and 
Peru. 
W orkers who lived in ghastly 
“ barriadoes 
and 
favellas” 
- w aterless, toiletless, window- 
less, tin boxes (slum s would 
be a m ajestic description for 
such hotels) - now live 
in 
the freshness of new 
AIFLD 
housing projects as modern as 
in any American urban renewal 
project. 
I have driven with labor lead­ 
e rs and p riests into areas where 
once naked children died by the 
roadside - and have walked 
am ongst new clinics, 
new 
hospitals, new schools, 
new 
w orkers saving-and-loancredit 
banks, 
new industrial 
skill 
training centers. 
The AIFLD, 
led by George Meany and busi­ 
nessm an J. Peter G race, built 
all this. 
And it was done as it should 
have been done in all 
other 
fields - not through the CIA 
but through other agencies.

carved out “ treaty p o rts,” and 
as Europeans, A m ericans and

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BLOOMFIELD — Corn plant­ 
ing time is here, and several 
farmers are asking for infor­ 
mation about the pre - emer­ 
gence use of weed control chem­ 
icals as a means of controlling 
weeds in corn. 
Which chemical should you use 
for pre-emergence 
chemical 
weed control in corn? This will 
depend upon the weed control 
job you want to accomplish 
which, in turn will depend to a 
great extent upon your particu­ 
lar weed control problem. Of 
course, it will also depend upon 
the price you are willing to 
Pay. 
2, 4-D is an excellent weed 
control chemical to use 
for 
short-term weed control, and 
it is relatively in-expensive to 
use. In addition to controlling 
broadleaved weeds, 2, 4-D will 
control 
annual 
grasses for 
three to five weeks after appli­ 
cation. By the time the weeds 
start to grow, the corn will 
usually Ive 12 to 15 inches tall, 
and the first early, 
tedious 
cultivation will not be neces­ 
sary. 
An over-all application 
will normally delay the need 
for cultivation for a longer time 
than a banded application. From 
one to two pounds of acid equi­ 
valent per acre of the water 
per acre on the basis of over­ 
all coverage.

Some of these may become 
deficient 
as yields are 
in­ 
creased. 
LIMESTONE 
Limestone is the number erne 
soil building 
material 
to 
check on. Ll general, the soils 
in Southeast Missouri are all 
acid and need lime. If 
the 
pH 
is 5.5 or below yields are 
probably being reduced by soil 
acidity. The soil pH should be 
qguntained at 
6.0 to C.5 for 
best results. Limestone, either 
red or white, will do a good job 
of correcting acidity. 
Before applying lime, a soil 
test should be taken of 
the 
field. A soil can be overtimed, 
so ive careful of the^auiount ap­ 
plied. Two tons pef/kcre is 
about the top rate to apply with­ 
out a soil test. Lime should be 
plowed down or disced bito the 
toj) six inches of soil. For best 
results it should lie applied six 
months to one year before plant­ 
ing. 
Limestone also supplies two 
of the essential secondary ele­ 
ments — calcium 
and mag­ 
nesium. A 150 
bushel yield 
removes about 40 pounds each 
of these two elements.

I reach 65? 
A. 
Your hospital insurance 
starts automatically when you 
reach 65. 
But you must sign 
up for medical insurance; you 
will be mailed a notification 
3 
months before you are 65. 
Q. 
I hire a lady to do house­ 
work in my home but only pay 
her $5 per week. Am I required 
to pay social security wages on 
the wages I pay her? 
A. 
Yes. 
If you pay a person 
$50 in cash or more in 
any 
calendar 
quarter, 
then the 
amount has to be reported for 
social security purposes. 
Q. 
I am a 56-year 
old wi­ 
dow, under a doctor's care, and 
unable to work. I did not work 
under social security 
long 
enough to qualify for disability 
benefits. Can I receive my wi­ 
dow's benefit now?

up for medical insurance; you

months before you are 65.

I hire a lady to do house­ 
work in my home but only pay 
her $5 per week. Am I required 
to pay social security wages on 
the wages I pay her?

Yes. 
If you pay a person 
$50 in cash or more in 
any 
calendar 
quarter, 
then the 
amount has to lie reported for 
social security purposes. 
Q. 
I am a 56-year 
old wi­ 
dow, under a doctor’s care, and 
unable to work. I did not work 
under social security 
long 
enough to qualify for disability 
benefits. Can I receive my wi­ 
dow’s l>enefit now? 
A. 
No. You do not have chil­ 
dren under age 18 in your care 
who are eligible for benefits.

ate have returned to work

earn est. This week In the house 
the following bills were passed 
and ;>erfected: 
House bill 47 was passed which 
will allow old folks receiving 
Old Age A ssistance to live with 
their relatives and not suffer 
lo ss of their Old Age A ssis­ 
tance. 
This is 
a very much 
needed bill and is as hum anl- ‘ 
tarian a bill as has U'en con­ 
sidered so far this year. 
House bills 160 and 161 were 
passed by the house which will 
require trucks to have 
mud 
flaps or fenders and 
also 
to 
ta rp or cover any load 
which 
may blow off or fall upon the 
highway, causing 
a 
h a z a rd ­ 
ous condition for other motor 
vehicles. 
House bill 234 passed which 
exem pts all agriculture ch em ­ 
icals used on growing 
crops 
in M issouri. This bill is badly- 
needed to clarify p resen t a m ­ 
biguities in the sales 
tax law 
which ex ists today . T here a re 
a re a s where some fa r m e rs are 
paying 
taxes 
on 
ag riculture 
chem icals. The problem 
has 
been in the past, the law stated 
that chem icals 
w ere 
only- 
exempt when used on a growing 
crop, but there has n e \e r l>een 
a sufficient definition of what a 
“ growing crop” is or 
when a 
seed l>egan to grow. 
House 
hill 258 
was passed 
which guarantees that all school 
te a c h e rs shall have a minimum 
of 30 minutes to th em selv es in 
which to eat their lunch. 
House Dill 434 was i>erfeoted 
which gives more power to lo ­ 
cal peace officers. It 
allows 
him to a rre s t 
any person who 
he sees violating or has r e a ­ 
son to suspect has violated any 
law of the state and hold such 
personwithout 
w arrant 
for a 
period of time 
not exceeding 
20 hours. This also w ill include 
people reported to be fugitives 
from justice 
in other states. 
He shall also have the power 
to stop any person when there 
is reasonable grounds to s u s ­ 
pect he is comm itting 
or has 
com m itted a crim e and demand 
of him his name, a d d re ss, bus­ 
iness and where he is going. He 
will have the power to search 
a person when he has 
reason 
to susjieet that the person may 
have a dangerous weapon in his 
possession. He may use such 
force as is n ecessary 
when 
th ere is 
no other 
apparant 
m eans of making an a r r e s t or 
preventing escape after having 
made every reasonable effort 


to advise that person that he is 
a police officer engaged in m ak­ 
ing an a rre st. 
T his bill will increase 
the 
power of the men whose 
duty 
it is to protect our 
citizens 
and their property. It 
is e n ­ 
couraging to note that there are 
people who are aw are that these 
men are working for the good 
people and want to assist them 
in their job. 
House bill 300 was ;>erfected 
which 
will bring 
corporate 
executives and 
other execu­ 
tive personnel under the w ork­ 
m ens compensation law in Mis­ 
sou ri. At present the c o rp o ra­ 
tions are paving for these men 
to l>e covered, but in fact, they 
a re not covered and 
when 
a 
claim is made, all they can r e ­ 
ceive are the p rem iu m s which 
have l>een paid on them for the _ 
w orkm ens compensation. 
House bill 41 was 
perfected 
which includes workmens com ­ 
pensation under the 
present 
insurance laws concerning vex­ 
atious refusal 
to pay claim s 
properly made. 
House bill 400 was 
passed 
which would lim it the 
amount 
of monev the State 
Auditor 
ch arg es 
lor reg istration 
of 
bonds. The present law perm its 
him to charge 10? jier 
every 
$100.00, but this new law would 
put a $100.00 ceiling on 
the 
r e g is te r of such bonds. As you 
can see, this should l>e a great 
savings to local a re a s in the long 
run. 
A 
constitutional 
amendm ent 
was passed which will 
rejieal 
som e of the present jiersonal 
property taxi s on clothing, fur­ 
niture, 
and 
other 
personal 
item s. It is 
very difficult for 
this tax to lie fairly a sse sse d on 
all the jieople, but re m e m b er, 
if we take this tax away, 
we 
must raise the revenue which 
will 
lost in som e other m eth­ 
od, hopefully a little m ore just 
to all the j>eople 
of the State 
of M issouri. 
The 
resoltuion which would 
perm it the case of whether p r i ­ 
vate and parochial school ch il­ 
dren would l«e bused to their 
schools was passed by 
the 
House and will go to the Sen­ 
ate. 
Should it pass th ere, the 
people them selves will decide 
this long argued problem. This 
Resolution will not provide for 
the busing of these 
children, 
but only make it legal that they 
may l>e bused, should the A s­ 
sem ble so decide. 
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Not represented will be Haiti, 
(Ailva 
and Bolivia. 
President 
F'rancis Duvaller of Haiti re- 
portedLy is afraid If lie leaves, 
he might not he able to return. 
Cuba’s Communist 
govern­ 
ment has been expelled from 
the OAS, and Bolivia is angry 
because its claim for access to 
the Pacific hasn’t been put on 
the presidents* agenda. 
Providing a shot in the arm 
for 
the flagging Alliance for 
P ro g re ss will he a main topic. 
The United States already lias 
announced 
it 
is 
prepared to 
lxx>st aid by $300 million a year 
to Latin nations struggling to 
improve education and health 
p ro g ram s. 
_ 
One possible source of contro­ 
versy apparently will not come 
up at the meeting. Argentina’s 
foreign m inister, Nicanor Costa 
Mendez, said today his nation 
will not bring up aproposal to 
cre a te an inter-A m erican peace 
force. 
There had been speculation 
Argentina might point to recent 
outbursts of guerrilla fighting in 
Bolivia, Venezuela 
and Brazil 
as 
reasons 
such a 
force is 
needed. 
Com m unists in Uruguay have 
attacked 
the 
conference 
for 
nearly two weeks. Police fired 
guns into the air F’riday to dis­ 
p erse a group of students shout­ 
ing anticonference slogans. An­ 
other 
planned 
dem onstration 
fizzled. 
Police denied published re­ 
ports of a kamikaze-style plot to 
kill President Johnson by c ra sh ­ 
ing a small plane into his quar­ 
te r s at Punt.i del Flste. 
Despite the denial, the air 
force banned all a ir traffic I'e* 
tween 
Montevideo and 
Punta 
del Este during the meeting. It 
said unauthorized airc ra ft will 
be shot down. 
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and charged him with c a re le ss 
and imprudent driving.
